This document, created using Word version 2013, has been formatted with “content controls” that 
include drop-down selection boxes, date-picker boxes, fillable number fields, and boxes that may be 
checked.  The document has been tested in Word versions 2010 and 2016 and is compatible with 
both.  The content controls may work in Word version 2007, but the document has not been tested in 
that version.  If a version of Word earlier than 2007 is used, the content controls will not be operable.   

Navigating a document with content controls: 

By selecting the TAB key you can go through a document, top to bottom, from one content control to 
the next.  Holding down the SHIFT key while selecting the TAB key will take you back up the document 
from one content control to the next. 

Drop-down selection boxes, date-picker boxes, and fillable number fields include: 

  Future payment changes (Complete if applicable.)  

Select Debtor   Beginning Select Date, plan payments will change to: $ Enter Amount ☐ weekly, ☐ biweekly, ☐ semi-

monthly, or ☐ monthly for Enter Number months by ☐ payroll deduction or ☐ direct payment to the trustee. 

Content controls that may be filled with numbers and text also include:

Enter Information 

Navigating within a content control: 

While in the fillable fields entitled Enter Information, to tab through a line you must hold down the 
CONTROL key while using the TAB key.  If you use only the TAB key within the field, you will be taken 
to the next content control.  Within these fields the “carriage return” is activated to permit multiple lines 
of information to be inserted by using the ENTER or RETURN key.  You are not limited to the amount 
of lines that you may use, so use as much space as you need. 

For example, if you are unable to place sufficient information on one line to identify collateral or need 
to add an explanation concerning the treatment of a claim, go to the next line as shown below:
